(If words faile not )where ener this charre is found: 
Gathelns ſting in his marble chaire within this citie of 
Brig ance,governed his people with Princelydignity peace- 
ably,and inflicutedlawes. And ſeeing his people encreaſe 


with ſuch great multitude, andnot willing to violate the 
bande,made with the old inhabitants , being informed by 
divers expert explorators , that there was an Ifle oppoſite 
to Spaine on the North, with a rude people inhabited, ha» 
uving no lawesnor manners, Therefore he brought all the 
ſhipp-s he could get with expedition to the next Sea port, 
- with ſufficient provifion, with Hiber and Hemicas,accom-

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thelus. Rotheſfy tearing thedeath of his father Nathaſit, 
returned into Ireland,and was there crowned King, The 
yeare that Scots were brougitt out of Ireland into Albion, 
was from the Empire of Sizzon Brekjn Ircland 215.yeares:. 
from the beginning of the worid 3530. The Scots ſpread 
in ſundry parts of eA16ien, lying farre North, and inbabj- 
ted many Ifles. The firft part that they teoke poſſeſſion of 
was named Ardgael,from Gathetas, which now is called 
Ardgile. They being divided into ſundry Tribes, eleQed 
certaine Captaines to eucry Tribe , togoucrne them both- 
in peace and warre, hauing the name of their Captaine ir 
great reuerence, ſwearing by their names.; which cuflome 
was long obſcrued in thoſe Iſles and the high lands. Then 
after about 150. yeares,abaniſhed people named Pickes,. 
came forth of Denmarke to ſearch a dwelling place, and 
afterthey were inhibited to land in Fraunce, Britaine, and: 
Ireland. They landed in eA1bjon, firftin Orkzay,, of olde- 
called the olde Realme ofthe Pickes, The Seas betweene: 
Orknay and Caithyes is called Pentland Firth , & the lands: 
now called Loutheane(was of old called Pertland)after the 
. name of the Pickes, Then after they came into Caithwes;. 
Ros, Mnrray,/Aerms, Angus Fiffe and Lomtheane, and cx- 
pelled all the olde inhabitants, They were a Ciuill people- 
rightingenuous andcrafty both in/peace and warres, Af-- 
rertheir planting in the aforeſaid parts, they eleed a King: 
to gouerne them,and hold rhem in iuſtice, and made great 
polity in building of munitions,townes,and Cafiles. And: 
becauſe they knew all people , withour iſſue to ſucceede, 
ſhould periſh, they ſent their Ambaſſadours to the Scots, 
to hauetheirdaughters in marriage, ſhewing{though they - 
were of ftrange blood). they ſhould not be fo finally regar- 
ded , ſeeing they withno lefle prudence then manhood: 
have ſuflained incredible dangers-both by Sea and land.. 
And now lately conqueted (through the beneuolence of: 
_ the Gods)righr plenteous lands with fuch peace and tran-- 
quility,thatno other people may claime ther by reaſon: : 
truſting

and warre, Further if the Scots condeſcended to their hc- 
nourable deſires, it mightbe they encreafing together(ſo 
ſtrong vnder one bloud ) that they might reſiſt the fury of 
their enemies the better,when it hapned them to be inua- 


ded. This Ambaſſage was notpleaſant to the Scotsatthe 


firſt,thinking it vnworthy to haue any ſociety or marriage 
with an vaknowne and baniſhed people: but by graue ad- 
uviſement,, and being profeundly refolued , and finding 
themſeclues as yet not able to rehift theforce of the Bri- 
tainestheir olde enemies, they determined to giue their 


daughters to the Pickes in marriage,and to haue aband of 


peace with them, with conditions that eucry one of them 
{ball enioy the lands which perteyned ynto them before 
the marriage , and to concurre together with their whole 


puiſſance,as oft as they were inuaded by enemies, Any that 


did offence to any of themſhould be reputed as enemy to 
them both. And as often as the Crowne of the Pikes 
ſhould come in queſtion for lacke ofan heire, theKing to 
be eleRed of the neereſt of the womans bloud. Theſe con- 
ditions accepted on all {ides , the Scots gaue their daugh- 
ters in marriage to the Pites. The Britaines ſuſpeing 
this marriage,and dreading the encreafing of this confede- 
rate people ynder one bloud in ſhort time ,- that-neyther 
—_ the Britainesfor the time preſent, nor their ky 
relift the puiflance of theſe two vnited people.Therforebe- 
ing minded to deſtroythem both, and to inuade them with 
fraudulent ficighrs , rather then with any fotce of battel], 
And ſending their Ambaſſadorus to the PiCtes, allured the 
Pictes to violate their band with the Scots. By great per- 
{waſion & crafty dealing of the Britains,the band was dif. 
{olued;& mouing occaſion of battel againſt the Scots,com- 
mided by general edit,noScotsto befound in their boiids 


at a prefixed day, vnder paine of death, The day being ex-' 
pired , all Scots within their bounds were killed without 


mercy, 
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inercy,as breakers of their lawes, The Scots impatient to 
ſuftaine ſuch iniuries, killed as many of the PiRes ; ſo there 
followed continual killing and murder on all ſides, not re- 
garding affinity;bloud,time,nor pl ce. In this manner the 
peace diffolued, the Pites denounced battell to the Scots: 
then after followed-continuall incurſions and inuaſfions on 


eyther parties. The Scots aſſembling in Aragzel, were ſuf FEY 


ficient Iy reſolued, that the battell that they were to holde, 
was not onely againſt the Pictes , bur alſo againſt the Bri- 
taines, Therefore it was agreed,to ſend their Ambaſſadors 
to their ancient progenitors and friends in Ireland, to haue, 
their ſupport and counſajlejn this moſt dangerous matter, 
and for that plurality of Captaines (as often occutreth ) rai- 
ſeth ſedition: the beſt is to clect one to have Empire aboue 
the reſt, by whoſe manhood and counfaile , they might de- 
Send their lives and liberties, againſt a falſe and periured 
people,inuading them without any occation, The Ambal- 
ſadours being direRed to Ireland , complained of the wic- 
ked offence done by the Pites, and defired ſupport. 
FERQVvHARDVS( then being King of the Scots in 
Ireland ):;greatly moued for the diſpleaſure done to his 
friends in Alb:02,fent his ſonne. | 
FER GvS1v.$a wiſeandvaliant Prince, with many 
valiant ſouldiers,#hd to giue them the-more eſperance,and 
aſſurance of permanent and good fortune, hee ſent with 
them the fatall. Marble chaire, Fergs/ims was the more 
pleaſantly receiued by the Scots of eA1bion, becauſe their 
Common-wealth approched to great danger , by a moſt 
perillous apparant battel], Then after a Councell was 
called in eAragiel,where Ferguſsusmadea large Oration , 
and acceptable Speech. Therefore by graue conſultation, 
they condiſcended to be gouerned byEmpire of one King, 
. as well in peace as in anytrouble appearing againſt their 
enemies. Furthermore to remoue all ſuſpition of hatred 
- (becauſe every Tribe defired,a King of their awne linage) 
they eleRed Fergu/ins,both for his _ hloud, and other 
— his 
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hisexcellent vertues,to be their King: morcouer he was {o 
approued in martiall deedes and iuftice , that no Caprtaine 
of the Tribes might be any wayes compared vnto him, 
FER GvsS1 vs thefirſt King of Scots ( in Albion,now 
called Scotland)ſonne to Ferquhard King of Ireland , was 
crowned in the fatall Marble Chaire , which hee brought 
with him(by reſpons of the Gods)to eflabliſh his reigne in 
Scotland, The yeare from the creation of the world 36471, 
Beforethe comming of Chriſt 3 30.Iathe firſt yeare of the 
112.0hmpiade. In the 421, yeare after the building of 
Roime,about the beginning of the third Monarchy, When 
Alexander the great vanquiſhed Darinsthe laſt Monarch 


of Perſia, in the reigne of Chimarns King. of Britaine, 


the King employed his whole minde to reſiſt the injury of 
this battell, moued by the Pidtes; hee calling all the Cap- 
tains,ordeyned them to be prepared with forty dayes pro. 
uifion. To paſſe with him, he made an greement and con- 
cord amongh all his Nobles and Captaines , commanding 
his people ts be obedient to their Captaines, hee making 
facrifice to his Gods(a3 the cuſtome was)praying the Gods 
to take yengeance of the partie that was the. firſt occaſion 
of battell againft other , and to graunt him ſuch feliciry in 
his iuſtdefence; that viatory might ſucceed to him with- 
out any great damage of his people,ThePiQs aſſembledan 
army,with many Britaines concurring to their ſupport, ap- 
pear'd on eyther fide a wicked & vnnaturalbattel between 
two confeacratepeople, ſriends, fathers and ſonnes, The 
Pictes camefirſt mtothe Scots lands; againft whom with 
no tefle courage then manhood , theKing withhis valianc 
Scots, with auncientarmes diſplayed in forme of aBanner, 
in which was a redde Lion Rampam ina fielde of golde,, 


fight : the armie of Britaines floodin array alſo, denifing 


what way theyimightdeftroy them both , with firwepur- 


poſe when the Scots and Pies were vanquiſhed , theone 
/ Wether, thatthe party'Vitorians ſhottd viterlybee 


defroyedi */ 


whilſt the Scots and Pictes were in array in each others 
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deſtroyed by their freſh army : and when both theſe peo- 
ples were defiroyed by this fleight, the Britainesmight en- 
joy boththeir Realmes in eA/bjon, without any impedi- 
ment. This ſubrill leight was difcouered-to King Ferga- 
ſis by a baniſhedBritaine, through which both the armies 
mouecd no lefle by feare of enemies, then by their own pro- 
per damage , prolonged the battell certaine dayes. King 
Ferguſius defiring communication with the Kivg of PiQts, 
who willingly with ſome of bis Nobles,had communicati- 
on along time together,after long conference, and delibe- 
rate conſultation with their Counſellors on both: parties, 
and ruefull crying of the Pictes wiues, being the Scottes 
daughters, peace was finally concluded, betweene the two 
confilirant people,vnder theſe conditions , redreſle of all 
iniuries, being made on all parties.

' Tous battell,affifted by the Pies, vanquiſhed the Britains, 
which — Coyl or Chimarms ( vnwarily kept by his 
Nobles ) was killed in the land after his name then called 
Coyll , now Kylein Scotland, After this viRory the King 
called his whole Nobles and SubieQts to a general conuen- 
tion ;'and hee making a large and plauſible Oration and 
ſpeech,the Nobles and SubieQts condiſcended and agreed, 
thac King Fergaſaes and his poſterity ſhould pofſefle the 
Crowne of Scotland ; whereupon Charters and Euidences 
were graunted to him and his {ucefſors for cuer.
